CarpiMitior never strains. He always 


holds something in'reserve when work- 
ing before his friends and the news- 
paper men. How he performs in pri- 
vate is not known, but when specta- 
tors are present it is very evident that 
he hoiris himself well in check. 


Carpentier not only hides bis real 


boxing stylo, but he is careful not to 
hit with full forcr. 
Dempsey tries 


his hardest to knock his mates down 
with every punch he lets drive, hut 
Carpentier tries just as hard to avoid 
injuring his co-\vprkcrrt and when he 


does happen to land a hard one he is 
all for apologizing. 


With Dempsey actually fighting his
